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Elba’s mayoral run-off election set for September 17,1996

The Elba City Council met 
Wednesday morning, August 28 to 
canvass the votes cast in Tuesday's 
municipal election. 

Council members listened as Her- 
by McCall, election manager, 
the official vote tallies for council 
representatives from Districts 1, 2, 3 
& 5. There were no votes cast for the 
Distict 4 representative as Council- 
man Ben Carpenter was unopposed. 

There was only one change in the 
numbers re in August 29 edi- 
tion of The Elba Clipper; however, 
the outcome was the same. That was 
in the District 5 race between Brad 
Wilson and Ronnie Hammond. 

The unoffical tally was reported 
as 230 for Hammond and 214 for 
Wilson. Officially it was 131 for 
Hammond and 114 for the incum- 
bent, Wilson. 

McCall also gave the official re- 
sults of the mayoral race with the un- 
Official tallies remaining unchanged 
except in two incidents. They were: 
Ronny Jinright received 285 in lieu 
of 286, Ricky Haywood, the incum- 
bent, received 343 in leiu of 342. 

James Grimes was the leading 
vote getter in Districts 2, 3, 4, & 5. 
He was second in District 1, Ricky 
Haywood received the most vots in 


District 1 and was second in Dis- (24 


tricts 3,4, & 5. He finished fourth in 
District 2. "

sixty-five (65) absentee ballots cast 
while in the council races a total of 
fifty (50) ballots were tallied. 

There were four (4) challenge 
votes cast in the election - one in the 
mayor’s race and three in the council 
races. 

The number of registered voters 
in the city as of August 19 totalled 
2708. A district by district break- 
down is as follows: District 1 - 510; 
District 2 - 685; Distict 3 - 499; Dis- 
trict 4 - 518; and District 5 - 496,

Voting in the August 27th elec- 
tion were 61% of the city’s regis- 
tered voters. District 2 had the best 
voter turn-out with 67% (358) of 
those registered going to the polls. 
The other district percentages were 
as follows: District 3 - 58% (290);

Sen, Shelby said. 

“Quick retaliation through mili- 
ny and economic actions is essen- 
tial for an expedient remedy of this 
situation,” he said, 

Continuing, the Senator said, 
“Saddam Hussein's consistent sup- 
port on international terrorism repre- 
sents a clear and present danger to 
our world, 

“His most recent disregard of the 
northern protected zone is yet an- 


other indication that he intends to ig- 
nore U. S. and allied warnings. 

“As always, our troops have my 
full support as we address this criti- 
cal situation.”

Making U.S. 


Last week, I introduced you to 
the United States military academies 
and discussed the process by which 
candidates may apply to my office 
for a nomination. 

I conclude this week with the 
application process, discussing the 
appointment which is the final step 
necessary for admission to a U.S, 
military academy. 

Upon receipt of my slate of 
nominees, the U.S. military acad- 
emies begin their final evaluation 
process of the candidates. 

This process includes anevalu- 
ation of the candidate’s academic 
records, a medical exam, an inter- 
view with a local admissions officer, 
and a fitness test with minimum re- 
quirements for push-ups, pull-ups, 
etc 

These requirements are 
slightly altered for women, Based on 
the results of these tests, the acad- 
emies select the candidate or candi- 
dates best suited for the rigors of 
military life and challenging academ- 
ics. They are then offered an appoint- 
ment 

Candidates who are well-bal- 
anced in athletics, academics, and 
extra-curricular activities are the 
strongest candidates. For example, 
many applicants are often surprised 
to learn that if they have straight 
“A's, but have never participated in 
athletics, they are likely to be re- 
jected, 

From January through May, I 
receive official notification of those 
nominees actually selected for an 
ucademy appointment. 

The academies are required to 
select at least one of my slate of ten 
nominees to fulfil! the geographical

requirement, and often choose more. 
After appointment, the candidates are 
required to report to their academy in 
July. Sometimes candidates receive 
appointments to more than one acad- 
emy, and have to spend time evaluat- 
ing each before selecting. 

For those not selected for ap- 
pointment, there is always next year. 
They can be admitted to the acad- 
emies until age 22, as long as they are 
not married or supporting children, 

I always advise applicants to 
make alternative plans in case they 
are not selected. They may attend 
college for one year, strengthen their 
math and science skills, and reapply. 
The academies are very interested in 
candidates with an extra year of ma- 
turity 

Sometimes, U.S. military 
academies will offer candidates a 
year at their prep school, instead of 
regular admission. Candidates are 
virtually assured acceptance upon 
successful completion of prep school. 

The only way for a civilian to 
be admitted to a U.S, military acad- 
emy prep school is to apply through 
the regular admissions process, Prep 
school offers are determined only by 
the academies’ admissions offices. 

To qualify for admission to 
one of the United States military acad- 
emies, astudent must be sure to apply 
early so that all required materials are 
received before my November 30, 
1996 deadline

U.S. Senate Youth Program 


Learning is a process that con 
tinues throughout life. Whenever | 
speak to young people, | encourage 
them to take advantage of all the 
opportunities offered through their 
school system. There is so much out 
there yet to be discovered, so many 
adventures waiting to be undertaken 
In any classroom you might see a 
future governor, senator or presi 
dent. The doctor who discovers the 
cure for cancer might now be in a 
biology or chemistry class in Ala- 
bama. In the school lunchroom, you 
might pass by a budding environ- 
mentalist who will someday help 
clean up local rivers and streams 
The locker at the end of the hall 
might belong to a future teacher who 
will guide the next generation. Each 
and every student is a bundle of 
potentiality that can be fine-tuned 
through education 

In 1930, Alabama native Helen 
Keller wrote, “It is not possible for 
civilization to flow backward while 
there is youth in the world.” The 
students sitting in Alabama class- 
rooms will plot the future course of 
our society. This is indeed a stagger- 
ing challenge, but if our young 
people take the small steps neces- 
sary to face the future, it will make a 
tremendous difference. Education is 
the first step that will lead to an 
informed, active adult yopulation. 

One program that fosters edu- 
cation and civic involvement is the 
United States Senate Youth Pro- 
gram, founded in 1962. This pro- 
gram is funded entirely by private 
funds through the William Randolph 
Hearst Foundation. Its purpose is to 
bring high school students to Wash- 
ington, D.C. for a brief on-site intro- 
duction to the functions of the fed- 
eral government and, in particular. 
the United States Senate. 

Each year, two high school stu- 


dents from each state spend an activ- 
ity-filled week in Washington. Vis- 
its to the Senate, House of Represen- 
tatives, the Supreme Court and the 
Pentagon are interspersed with hours 


al various Smithsonian museums. 
These student delegates hear major 
policy addresses by senators, cabi 
net members. officials of the De- 
partments of State and Defense, and 
others. The foundation covers all the 
expenses, including transportation, 
hotel and meals 

Furthermore, each delegate se- 
lected will receive a $2000 scholar- 
ship award, subject to certain rules 
and requirements. This encourages 
these bright young minds to con- 
tinue their exploration of our gov- 
ernment 

Potential delegates must be jun- 
ior or senior elected student officers 
for the 1996-1997 academic year 
who reside in the state where they 
attend school. Previous delegates are 
not eligible. Further information on 
qualifying for the 1997 session can 
be obtained through the chief state 
school officer or a high school prin- 
cipal

Tips for yard management 
in winter months 


by Stan Windham, County Agent 


There have been several ques- 
tions over the last couple of weeks 
conceming home grounds manage- 
ment as it relates to wintertime, Of 
course, anytime seasons change, the 
different practices involved in man- 

ing your home yard will change 
along with the season. 

One question is related to grow- 
ing grass under shade trees. You 
might ask what this has to do with 
wintertime. Winter is an ideal time 
to prune shade trees, particularly on 
the underside of the shade tree 
where you raise the overall canopy 
of the tree.

is a good time to add potash for root 
growth. There are several sources of 
fertilizer that have only potash in 
them. One of the most common is 
muriate of potash. This usually 
comes in a bag that is 60% pure pot- 
ash which means in a 50 pound bag 
there would be 30 pounds of potash. 
Many times two to four pounds of 
muriate of potash for every thousand 
square feet will meet your require- 
ments. 

The fall is also a good time to 
correct pH problems that you may 
have in your yard. You can apply 
lime at the rate of 50 pounds for eve- 
ry thousand square feet and this 
translates into about a ton to the 
acre. If you don’t feel you need that 
much you can half it to 25 pounds 
every thousand square feet. Here 
again, the best way to know whether 
you actually need anything in the 
way of potash or lime for the winter 
is to soil test. Boxes and materials 
needed to do a soil test are available 
at our office. 


Another question that has been 
asked quite frequently over the last 
couple of months concerns pruning. 
The question has been “Can I prune 
everything in my yard in the winter- 
time to save time in the spring?” The 
answer to that question is “yes”. 
Many things are better pruned in the 
spring after they flower, but if you 
don’t feel like you have that kind of 
time in the spring then the winter- 
time is a pretty good time. 

f you have azaleas or other 
spring flowering crops, you may 
want to consider pruning after they 
flower in the spring. They may also 
be pruned in the winter, 

Another question that has been 
asked is “What is the best h 
to pruning?” A good rule of thumb is 
to top the plant first to the desired 
height and prune from the inside out. 
By using this method you avoid con- 
flicts of pruning too much off as you 
might encounter by moving from the 
outside in.

for good health

Grain eager vegetables and 
fruits are key paris of a good diet. 
Current dietary guidelines empha- 
size them because they provide vita- 
mins, minerals, complex carbohy- 
drates, and other substances that are 
important for good health. 

Most Americans eat fewer than 
the recommended number of serv- 
ings of grain, fruits and vegetables, 
even though eating these foods is as- 
sociated with a lower risk for many 
chronic diseases. 

Most of your calories should 
come from these three groups. These 
include grai Meee high in com- 
plex ydrates-- s, cereals, 
pasta, rice--found at the base of the 
Food Guide Pyramid. Dry beans are 
included in the meat and beans 
group, but they can count as vegeta- 
ble servings instead of meat alterna- 
tives. 

Most fruits and vegetables are 
naturally low in fat and provide 
many essential nutrients and other 
components important for health. 
These foods are excellent sources of 
vitamin C, vitamin B-6, carotenoids 
and folate. 

The antioxidant nutrients found in 
plant foods (vitamin C, carotenoids, 
vitamin E and certain minerals) are 
of interest to scientists and the gener- 
al public because of their potentially 
beneficial role in reducing the risk 
for cancer and certain other chronic

Elba Tigers travel to Troy Friday night for season 
opener against Charles Henderson High Trojans 


The Elba Tigers will be hoping 
to open the 1996 football season 
with a bang aye ep when they 
travel to Troy to e the Charles 
Henderson Trojans. 

The Tigers, coached by David 
Lowery, posted an 8-3 record last 
season and made the 3A playoffs, 
while the Trojans, under the direc- 
tion of new-coach Hugh Fountain, 
are coming off a disastrous 0-10 
season in ‘95. 

The Elba offense scored an aver- 
age of almost 30 points per game 
last season, and despite heavy loss- 
es to graduation, are expecting to 
be explosive once again this year 
behind the leadership of senior 
quarterback Troy Bryan. 

Bryan (6-0, 170) rushed for 263 
yards and passed for 470 yards and 
eight touchdowns last season in his 
first year as the Tiger signal-caller, 
and is a threat to both pass and run 
in his role as the Tigers’ offensive 
leader. 

Senior fullback D’Undray Peter- 
son (235) will return in the back- 
field and looks to add to his 478 
sb rushing last season, while 

bby Burks (170) will move into 
the tailback spot and will get the 
ball many more times than a year 
ago, when he gained 127 yards on 
31 carries in a back-up role. 


Only two starters return in the 
offensive line for the Tigers, but 
both are experienced veterans and 
both should anchor the Elba attack. 

Senior center Todd McKee 
(215) is one of the strongest and 
most versatile players on the Tiger 
roster and is an All-State candidate 
in the line, as is returning tackle 
Cedric Howe (255), a player with 
the strength and skill to dominate 
any defensive lineman. 

“We lost a lot of good players 
on offense,” stated iba's Coach 
David Lowery, “but have some 
good players returning and expect 
to be able to put the ball in the end- 
zone. We have some offensive line- 
men that will have to grow up‘in a 
hurry and have very little ex- 
perience at tailback, and we'll just 
have to rely on our veterans to pro- 
vide leadership until the new 
players get settled in.” 

The Elba defense was a strong- 
point in ‘95, and appears to be

McKee, a hard hitter with a 
knack for being around the ball, 
made 54 tackles last season, re-

1-2 punch tom the linebacker posi- 
tion! 

Other returning starters for the 
Tigers include lineman Earl Per- 
kins, who made 43 tackles, and cor- 
nerback Marcus Tillis, who had 20 
tackles and 1 interception. 

“Our linebackers should be the 
strength of the defense,” said Coach 
Lowery, and we are expecting to 
have another solid defensive squad. 
We have worked hard on funda- 
mentals and feel that we will have a 
good mix of strength and speed.” 

“Charles Henderson will be ex- 
cited about opening the season at 
home with its new coach and new 
enthusiasm,” stated Lowery, “and 
we know we will be in for a real 
battle Friday night up in Troy.

Tips on selecting 
beef at the 
grocery store 


by Stan Windham, County Agent 

There has been a great deal of at- 
tention paid to the meat industry 
over the last several years, There are 
all kinds of opinions as to how we 
should eat and what we age! = 
Some ps say eat very little 
meat. the list goes on and on. 

I read an article recently from a 
major medical institution that indi- 
cated lifestyle was a big cause of 
many health problems that are 
blamed on meat. However, meat 
producers and processors have an 
obligation to produce the leanest, 
best quality product that they can. 
The retailer, such as a grocery store, 
then has the obligation to package 
meat products in the most forthright 
manner that they can. My own per- 
sonal feeling is that from producer 
to retailer we are offering to the 
public one of the best qualify food 
sources in terms of meat that can be 
offered, 

I wanted to talk just a moment 
about selecting a cut of beef, In up- 
coming articles, 1 will talk about 
pork and chicken. 

In terms of buying a particular 
cut of meat, whether it is a round 
steak, T-bone steak, sirloin roast, or 
whatever cut of meat, one main 
thing that you need to look for is the 
amount of marbling. These are the 
flecks of fat within the muscle or 
face of the cut. If you don’t have a 
moderate amount of marbling, the 
cut of beef will be extremely tough. 

To choose a choice or select cut 
of meat, basically the lean is moder- 
ately marbled with at least some 
marbling present. It is tender to the 
touch and the outside fat should be 
limited around the edges, 

Another thing to look for is the 
amount of bone in the cut. Don’t be 
afraid to lay four or five cuts of 
meat out and simply judge them to 
find the best cut. You want a small 
amount of bone and a small amount 
of fat because you can’t eat either 
one. If you have a super tender look- 
ing cut with adequate marbling but 
has a huge amount of bone, you are 
paying a high price for something 
you can't eat when buying bone, 

In selecting, you also want to 
look at color. The color should be a 
bright cherry red color and not a 
dull or pale color. 

In summary, you choose a cut of 
meat that is lean,moderately mar- 
bled, tender to the touch, and has a 
limited amount of fat on the outside, 
Make sure you have a low amount 
of fat, a low amount of bone, and 


the highest amount of meat possible 
within the package. The last thing 
you consider is simply make sure 
you have a bright, cherry red color to 
the meat. This will indicate fresh- 
ness.

Elba council holds abbreviated meeting

The Elba City Council mecting 
on Monday night was an abbreviated 
session, with both Mayor Ricky 
Haywood and Mayor Pro Tem Brad 
Wilson absent. Both reported con- 
flicting commitments. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less was selected by those attending 
to preside at the mecting. 

The four council members 
present heard a report from Engineer 
Bobby Lee that bids on the planned 
turning lane at the intersection of 
Highway 84 and 189 were over es- 
timates, 

The projected work was possible 
due to a state highway department 
ae ge which gives gasoline tax 

unds to industrial access projects, 
even when the work in on state and 
federal highways such as this pro- 
ject. 

Low bidder was Couch, Inc. with 
a bid of $27,123.09. The next low 
bid was $13,000 higher. 

Estimated cost on the project was 
$17,200. 

Lee offered several alternates, in- 
cluding rejecting the bids and re- 
bidding. However he recommended 
the city seck other funds and hold 
this bid for the allowable 30 days. 

City Clerk Henry Clark said he 
had a mecting scheduled with Paul

The Coffee County Commission 
voied unanimously in Monday morn- 
ing’s meeting to “borrow” $4.5 mil- 
lion to build a new courthouse in En- 

rise. 

Technically, the Coffee County 
Public Building Authority (CCPBA), 
formed several months ago, will be 
floating a bond issue to raise the 
money. 

Commissioners approved two res- 
olutions clearing the way for the sale 
of the bonds to raise the necessary 
funds to construct the new facility. 

The first resolution was simply to 
clear up some of the wording in the 
charter which established the 
CCPBA. One example of this was 
the number of members listed in the 
charter, The number used was six; 
however, there are, and always has 
been, nine individuals on the authori- 
ty. 

The second resolution stipulates 
that the present courthouse property, 
and the additional property to be ac- 
quired by the authority, is to be de- 
eded to ity. 

It further states that once ‘the new 
facility is completed it will be leased 
back to the county, by the authority, 
with annual payments going toward 
the debt retirement, 

The annual payments, spread over 
a twenty year period, will ran 
from the first being $285,000 to 
final installment being $816,000. 

Both resolutions were approved 


Representative Garreth Moore. The 
council tabled the project until after 
these two contacts have been made. 

A short executive session was 
held at the request of Eddie Leng. 
Following this, council member Earl 
McCollough made a motion that if 
Mr. Long continues with his obliga- 
tions to the City of Elba until De- 
cember 30th, 1996, his obligations to 
the City of Elba would be considered 
paid in full, City Clerk Henry Clark 
was instructed to get with Long and 
notify the appropriate people. No 
other comments were made by city 
officials on this matter.
